Winds die, record fire may be contained soon 


SAN DIEGO (UPD -H ot desert 
winds 
propelling 
a 
mammouth. 
football-shaped brush fire 30 miles 
long from tip to tip subsided early 
today, prompting fire officials to 
predict that containment was in 
sight. 
The dying of the winds, which 
have caused havoc with scores of 
other fires in Southern California 
since Friday, and an increase in 
humidity slowed the flames of the 
largest brush fire in California 
history to a snail’s pace. Predictions 


of scattered 
showers for today 
added to officials’ optimism that 
containment 
could 
come 
by 
Wednesday at the latest. 
The 
200,000-acre 
fire, 
which 
started 
Saturday, 
forced 
50,000 
persons to flee their homes in small 
communities in San Diego County. 
The massive blaze erupted in the 
Cleveland National Forest when a 
falling tree severed a power line. At 
least 250 structures were devoured 
by the flames. Four other brush 
fires in the same area ate up about 


15,000 acres. 
In the San Gabriel Mountains to 
the north, a helicopter being used by 
the U.S. Forest Service to fight 
another 
blaze, 
crashed 
late 
Monday, 
killing 
the 
five 
persons aboard. It brought the death 
toll 
for 
a 
series 
of 
Southern 
California brush fires since Friday 
to eight 
In 
Los 
Angeles 
County, 
di­ 
minishing winds enabled firemen to 
go on the offensive for the first time 
against a 30,000acre blaze in the 


coastal area of Malibu Of the 10 
major fires which swept through the 
foothills and canyons of Los Angeles 
County during the weekend, most 
were either contained or controlled. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, who de­ 
clared fire ravaged areas in San 
Diego. Ventura and Los Angeles 
counties disaster areas, said from 
8.000 to 10.000 men were on the lines 
in the state and that damage was 
estimated 
at 
$165 
million. 
The 
damage included a fire in Alameda 
County. Fifty-six major fires have 


erupted since Friday. 
Arson was suspected in some of 
the blazes and five arrests were 
made in Los Angeles and Riverside 
Counties. 
in all, more than 15 major brush 
fires during the last five days in 
Southern 
California devoured 
in 
excess of 600 structures and charred 
a total of more than 400,000 acres —• 
half the area of Rhode Island. It was 
the 
most 
destructive 
series of 
autumn brush fires in California 
historv. 


The army of men fighting the 
Southern 
California 
blazes 
was 
composed of fire fighters from as 


far away as Montana and included 
2.000 prison convicts. Many of the 
men have had only five hours of 
uninterrupted sleep since the blazes 
began At least 25 firemen have been 
seriously injured and nearly 500 
were treated for eye injuries from 
smoke 
and 
soot.

flowers. The anxious world feared 
new Mideast chaos. 
The death of Nasser Monday from 
a heart attack at the age of 52 
appeared to have ended for the 
moment any hopes of an early 
settlement of the conflict with Israel 
and brought the U.S. peace initiative 


to an abrupt halt. There was uncer­ 
tainty and fear of the future. 
Arab 
kings 
and 
presidents 
converged on Cairo for the Thursday 
funeral. 
The 
Soviet 
Union 
announced that Premier aexei N. 
Kosygin would attend —and that 
Russian military and economic aid 
would 
continue 
through 
these 
“ difficult days.” 
President Nixon, unable to attend 
for protocol reasons because the 
United States has no diplomatic 
relations with Egypt, announced he 
was sending a delegation of “ distin- 


guished Americans” led by Robert 
H. Finch, one of his oldest friends 
and a close White House adviser.

The situation along the Suez Canal 
was tense and Egypt ordered a

missile cruiser Springfield, Nixon 
met with Defense Secretary Melvin

situation resulting from Nasser’s 
death.

Pablo Ulivarri Arguello, veteran 
worker at Johns-Manvtlle Products 
Co., was killed last night when he 
apparently fell beneath the wheels 
of an ore car in one of the company ’s 
underground tunnels, officials said. 
Arguello, 52, of 41)4 N. J St., was 
pronounced dead at the scene, two 
miles from the entrance of the 
tunnel by Dr. Milton Duncan. 


Arguello, a veteran of 12 years 
operating the underground crude 
hauling system, apparently slipped 
from a work platform located below 
a vertical storage shaft to a position 
beneath a mine car, according to 
company officials.

signalled for the ore train to back up 
but failed to signal for it to stop 
Muzyka 
investigated 
and 
found 
Arguello between the last car and 
the caboose. 
Muzyka tried to call for help from 
the underground telephone system, 
but failed, because of some sound 
interference, the report indicates. 


He then ran to the entrance of the 
tunnel a distance of about two miles, 
and called for assistance. 
After sounding the alarm, Muzyka 
returned to the scene with Antonio 
Perez Jr., and pulled Arguello from 
beneath the train, a Sheriff report 
indicates. Reports indicate Arguello 
was dragged about 22 feet after the 
train wheels passed over his chest 
Duncan pronounced the victim dead 
at about 11:30 p m 
Company officials said Arguello 
and 
Muzyka 
were 
working 
to 
assemble the cars of the tram 
before loading the ore. when the 
tragedy occurred 
An immediate investigation was 
begun 
by 
company 
officials.

Tens of thousands of Egyptians 
were pouring into Cairo by train, by 
bus and on foot hopeful of a last look 
at the graying colonel who was the 
idol of the Arab masses and whose 
death could bring the Middle East 
once again to chaos and war. The 
major question throughout the world 
was: who will succeed him? There 
were no obvious candidates and a 
struggle for power in Egypt seemed 
inevitable. 
Nasser’s body lay in the Kubbeh 
Republican Palace awaiting burial. 
Police cordons were established to 
keep back the weeping crowds. 
Hundreds moved through the streets 
chanting, “ Nasser is beloved by 
Allah. Gamal. apple of our eyes, 
why are you leaving us?” 
In Beirut, black clad women tore 
their hair and screamed. “ Long 
Live Nasser!” Gunfire crackled 
across the Lebanese capital all day 
and was punctuated by occasional 
heavier bursts from Palestinian 
guerrilla 
mortars 
—mourning 
salutes to the Egyptian president. 
A crowd of 5,000 demonstrated 
outside the Egyptian Embassy in 
Beirut shouted slogans against King 
Hussein of Jordan and blamed him 
for Nasser’s death. Nasser had just 
ended the civil war between the 
Jordanian army and Palestinian 
guerrillas when he was stricken by a 
heart attack 
All Arab radios suspended normal 
programs and broadcast readings 
from 
the 
Koran. 
Most 
states 
proclaimed mourning ranging from 
a week in Lebanon to 40 weeks in 
Syria, 
South Yemen and many 
others. Only Iraq —angered because 
Nasser agreed to the American 
peace plan — acted cooly. 
It did not follow the Arab nations 
in decreeing official mourning. 
In Beirut, the recorded voices of 
muezzins 
wailed 
dirges 
from 
mosque minarets and the bells of 
Christian 
churches 
tolled 
in 
sympathy. In Cairo there were tears 
and prayers for Nasser, one of the 99 
adjectives used to de>cribe Allah in 
the Koran 
President Nixon cancelled a show- 
of-force exhibition by the U.S. 6th 
Fleet to avoid rousing further anti- 
American feelings in this nation 
caught up in an emotional upheaval 
Egyptians so wary of Israel that a 
maximum alert was called by mili­ 
tary leaders along the Suez Canal 
cease-fire line.

Mrs. Jay ne B aker Spain’s 
inner time clock was out of 
w hack again. She had flown 
to California from the E ast 
and also just been nam ed 
the first w om an director on 
the board of Litton Indus­ 
tries, Inc. The combination 
m eant she was wide-awake 
at 5:30 a.m . and sharp as 
the proverbial tack for an 
8 
o’clock 
telephone 
inter­ 
view. Via t e l e p h o n e she 
climbed her soap box for the 
w om en’s 
liberation 
m ove­ 
m ent and backed her com ­ 
m ents 
for feminine 
equal 
rights with sturdy creden­ 
tials. 


Mrs. Spain joined the Lit­ 
ton corporate family as the 
only wom an president when 
she m erged her firm, Alvey- 
Ferguson of Cincinnati, with 
the 39th ranking industrial 
firm. She took over control 
of the family com pany that 
m akes conveyor system s in 
1951. While living in a world 
of nonglamorous m achinery, 
she brought a com passionate 
womanly touch to her busi­ 
ness by insisting on keeping 
a ratio of one physically 
handicapped person in every 
10 on her employe roster. 
When letting contracts for 
vendor items 
she favored 
c o m p a n i e s that gave the 
handicapped a job break. 
All this dated from her col­ 
lege d ay s’ interest in voca­ 
tional training. She studied 
m edicine a t the University 
of California at Berkeley and 
later attended the University 
of Cincinnati. 


In August she becam e ex­ 
ecutive vice-chairm an of the 
P resid ent’s 
Com mittee 
on 
E m ploym ent of the Handi­ 
capped.

ship of business’ attitude to­ 
w ard women and the handi­ 
capped—a basic reluctance 
to give them a chance to 
prove ability to do a job. 


When she flies to Europe 
for business, she says the 
m ale executives just c an ’t 
believe she is a com pany 
president. Recently an edi­ 
tor of a G erm an publication, 
she explains, told her he w as 
am azed 
at 
the 
drive 
for 
women to e x p r e s s th em ­ 
selves, even in Europe. “ I 
told him, ‘You c a n ’t educate 
women and then tie them to 
the cook stove.’ ” 


E ven with 
the m arches 
and radical stunts such as 
bra burning and breaking 
down m e n ’s b a r doors w om ­ 
en have so far to go, Mrs. 
Spain admits. 


“ For 2,000 years m en and 
women 
have 
been 
brain­ 
washed to look at women as 
inferior creatures with in­ 
ferior minds. I’ve done vast 
research for speeches on the 
topic,” she explains. “ Wom­ 
en still are not given equal 
opportunity to com pete for 
jobs. Women, the typew riter 
and clerical 
positions 
are 
considered synonymous. An 
em ploym ent survey in Ohio 
was discouraging,” she con­ 
tinues. “ When m ale bosses 
were asked why they didn’t 
have women in positions of 
responsibility, they said, ‘I 
never thought of it,’ or ‘If I 
promote my secretary what 
will happen to m e ? ’ ” 


Women with M asters of 
Business Administration de­ 
grees told the Ohio co m m it­ 
tee that when they applied 
for a job they were given a 
typing test. Men with MBAs 
applying for the sam e posi­ 
tion took the psychological 
tests as though they p racti­ 
cally w ere hired. 


We need m ore women in 
decision-making positions in 
all are a s of business and 
governm ent, Mrs. Spain be­ 
lieves. This is a m ajor r e a ­ 
son she is a co-chairm an for 
Robert Taft in his current 
race for the U.S. Senate seat 
from Ohio. 


“ Women m ust be part of 
the political structure and in 
on 
decision-making. 
M e n 
don’t give the sam e priorities 
to our current problem s as 
women 
do. 
Men 
give 
lip 
service. I see them still p ri­ 
m arily as w arriors. Women 
are m others and protectors 
of children but never in a 
p o s i t i o n to modify m ale 
thinking.

C h a n g e c a n ’t be m ade 
overnight, she agrees. “ In

the D ark Ages.” 


Often m ade to feel guilty 
because her work took her 
out of the home and away 
from her two sons, now 17 
and 14, Mrs. Spain says the 
boys had her undivided a t­ 
tention at night when they 
were sm all children. 


“ A m other who is out in 
the world has something to 
talk about. If she is happy 
having something to do then 
she contributes m ore to the 
family because she is not 
frustrated or bitter. 


“ No m a tte r the tim e spent 
with them children will be 
all right if they know they 
are accepted and loved in 
the hom e.” 


With this belief she quietly 
stresses 
the 
need

“ The

Ocean Fishing 
Salmon fishing out of Avila is still on the slow side. In fact 
tlus Ts almost a statewide condition, as reports from 
tHumboldt County are that the salmon are just not being 
fcaught and no one can give a reason why they have slumped 
off to such a low level all of a sudden. According to the 
record from Harbor Associates at Port San Luis 35 boats 
were launched and brought in 23 salmon This is pretty 
accurate and as is supplied to the D FG to evaluate the 
salmon 
catch 
Sportfishermen 
blame 
commercial 
fishermen for chasing the fish around, and when the 
commerical season ends Thursday the hope is that sport 
fishing will pick up again 
We have another good reason from Pete Stemper who 
operates the hoist at the port, and Pete, an ex-commercial 
fisherman who knows his stuff, blames the bomta, who tear 
the baits off the salmon fisherman’s hook soon as it hits the 
water. These so-called pests had been active and moved 
out, but now they have moved in again and are really 
cleaning up. The salmon are so scattered that they are hard 
to locate, and what is worse hold together. They are almost 
as temperamental as the albacore, who spook at the 
slightest off-color movement. 
At Morro Bay, Rose’s 
At Morro Bay. Rose’s Landing, Virg's and Port Morrow 
are all sending out albacore trips when the weather is good 
Some good catches of "the long fins’’ are being made 
probably running two fish to a rod, at least for the 
dedicated albacore angler. Fish are running from eight to 
25 pounds, with the odd lunker going 30 or better. 
Rock fishing still excellent from Morro Bay and Port San 
Luis. The day boat, operated by Virg Moores from San 
Simeon pier, is getting a good play and will continue to 
operate as long as anough customers show up. This boat is 
fishing almost virgin water as there has not been a party 
boat running from San Simeon for mar y years. When one 
did. operated by an old-timer named Jack Reynolds with 
' Slim ’ as a deck hand, the fishing was out of this world, we 
• know, as in those days we were more active, and a friend of 
Reynolds, so often made the trip. The next operation was a 
sort of floating raft that did not have a very long life. This 
contraption was moored beyond the pier, then hauled up 
coast away. The passengers were taken out in a power boat 
landed on the raft, which was then allowed to drift 
coastwise, and when, from a spotter on shore, drifted far 
enough, it was hauled back again, all in all, a very chancy 
sort of procedure. On the one time we did fish this so called 
barge' we were intensely relieved when the shore boat 
arrived to take us in. Sure we had fish, but it was a very 
worrisome trip, not knowing how closely the shore gang 
were watching out for our "safety.” Those were the so- 
called good old days, and we wonder if they have improved 
any, except maybe from a safety angle, which was more or 
less non existant then! 
A report from Humboldt County advises that the coastal 
salmon-fishing picture is dim for the most part, but an 
occasional incoming tide may produce action 
FRESH-WATER FISHING 
Trout fishing in Lopez Lake has taken a real spurt, and 
while limits are not the order of the day, a few nice fish are 
being caught. We saw one that was 18 inches and another 15 
inches taken. Probably the fishing at this time will average 
about three good-sized trout per angler. Best 
Best time seems to be in the morning, not too early, then 
the wind comes up, and all is quiet till late afternoon. 
Plenty ot the pesky little sun fish, also a few fair-sized bass 
have been caught, so all in all, with a little planting, this fall 
may show a good return to late-season anglers This lake is 
open all year round, and so far the limit remains at 10 fish 
of 10 pounds and one fish. 
In northern and central parts of the state, anglers are 
advised to wear bright-colored clothes on account of the 
influx of hunters for the late deer season. With cooler 
weather, water conditions are becoming more conducive to 
fishing Trinity County reports that lakes are low and clear, 
and salmon and steelhead are hitting for anglers with some 
know how, just a case of thinking like a fish will produce 
results. Baum Lake yielded a season-record 12-pound 15-oz. 
rainbow last week; this tish was 27 inches long. Sacramento 
River in the Molinos area says that steelhead and salmon 
fishing are picking up, with salmon running 25 pounds and 
over, steelhead up to eight and nine pounds. 
HUNTING 
A slightly better than average week buck kill is forecast 
by the D FG for the late season , which opened Saturday. 
Fleld reports from D FG wildlife managers indicate deer 
are in good condition but scattered and at higher elevations 
in the most popular hunting areas. Fire danger is high in all 
areas. 
Hunters should check at local forest offices 
i egarding camplire regulations before selecting campsites. 
Judging from latest reports, fire permits mav be hard to 
obtain. 
This is the deer report as of the fourth day after the end of 
the early season for SLO and Santa Barbara Counties, and 
the sate wide tally SLO County 1,060 against 798 last year, 
Santa Barbara County 615 against 510 last year. Statewide 
12,577 against 12,971. Archery bag is included in these 
figures. 
The D FG reminds all hunters that bucs taken in a one- 
deer district must be tagged with both the " A " and " B ” 
tags, and the B tag mail-in portion only sent to the DFG. 
This means that a hunter who has taken a buck in the early 
coastal season will not be allowed to take one in the inland 
late season areas Here is a rundown on the late season—. 
Northern (including eastern Sierra and portions of the 
northwest seasonsi through Oct. 25, limit one buck 
Northwestern (Humboldt and Del Norte Counties» through 
Oct. 25, limit two bucks Northeastern, through Oct 25, 
limit one buck, antlers three points or better Late general 
' primarily southern California and the west elope 
ot theSeirras» through 
Nov 8. limit one buck Shooting 
hours one-halt hour betore sunrise to one-half hour after 
sunset. Hunters must have a valid 1970 license and deer 
tags, and deer kill must be validated by a law officer 
other official; self-validation is no more

Pacifier Is Better 


Than Thumbsucking

funds that don’t perform and 
a Dow-Jones average that 
seems bent on suicide, it’s 
hard to find anything re­ 
sembling a bright spot in 
the investment picture today. 
But if you’re the kind who 
looks for signs and portents, 
you 
may 
find 
something 
slightly encouraging in the 
bustle of activity being gen­ 
erated in the field of no-load 
mutual funds. These are the 
funds that have no salesmen 
and levy no sales charge, or 
“ load.” 
What has happened is that 
an abnormally large propor­ 
tion of the money invested in 
all mutual funds during the 
first four months of the year 
has gone into no-load funds. 
Such funds have picked up 
one-third of the total net 
inflow of new money. That’s 
twice what they corralled a 
year ago. 
(Net inflow is what’s left 
if you subtract the money 
being taken out from the 
money coming in.) 
What’s encouraging about 
a surge of interest in no-load 
funds? It’s based on the idea 
that the no-load fund buyer 
is a m o r e sophisticated 
investor. 
No salesman is pushing 
the no-load fund man to buy, 
therefore his purchases must 
be based on his own belief in 
the 
future 
of 
the 
fund’s 
shares. He can buy, or not, 
as the spirit moves, without 
outside influence. 
If he chooses to buy at a 
time when prospects look 
bleak, it must be because 
he believes that times are 
due to get better, not worse. 
In other words, he believes 
that the fund’s portfolio has 
probably depreciated about 
as much as it’s going to, and 
that it is time to get on 
board. 
In contrast, the buyers of 
load fund shares are holding 
back. When a fund salesman 
approaches, potential buyers 
presumably take one look at 
the m arket’s 18 months of 
sustained loss and tell him 
to beat it. 
The theory that the no-load 
fund buyer is a man who 
knows his own mind is borne 
out by another set of statis­ 
tics. These have to do with 
redemptions. 
Some shares are redeemed 
simply because the owner 
needs the money for one pur­ 
pose 
or 
another. 
But 
it 
seems fair to think that oth­ 
ers redeem shares because 
they have lost faith in the 
fund as an investment. 
11 that be the case, no-load 
fund owners have managed 
to keep their faith better 
than those who own load 
fund shares. In 1969, the no- 
loads’ percentage of redemp­ 
tions to sales was 34 per 
cent. The load funds’ per­ 
centage was 54. 
So. it is at least possible 
that the quickening interest 
of no-load fund buyers may 
be a portent of better days 
to come.

Q—My daughter, 2, still 
has to have a pacifier when 
she sleeps. She loses it four 
or five times a night and I 
have to get up and find it 
for her. Her face around her 
mouth is broken out and I’m 
sure it is caused by the paci­ 
fier. I changed from a rub­ 
ber to a plastic pacifier but 
this didn’t help. What do you 
suggest? 
A—A pacifier does beat 
thumbsucking. Most children 
give it up at about age 2. I 
would not refuse to let your 
daughter have her pacifier at 
bedtime but you should firm­ 
ly refuse to* retrieve it for 
her during the night. This 
will be rough on both of you 
at first but she must learn 
that others have rights, too, 
and the sooner she learns 
this the better. 
Now that she has a few 
teeth you should take the 
pacifier away from her if 
she chews pieces out of it. 
The rash may indeed be 
caused by the pacifier. Your 
doctor can determine this by 
means of a patch test. Mean­ 
while, you may want to ap­ 
ply Valisone Cream, a pre­ 
scription item, two or three 
times a day. 


Q—I recently heard that 
some mothers dip a pacifier 
in honey and give it to their 
babies to stop their crying. 
Do you approve? 
A—This lazy habit is not 
recommended 
because 
it 
spoils the baby’s appetite for 
essential foods and leads to 
tooth decay. These mothers 
should find out what is caus­ 
ing the baby to cry, remove 
the cause and give him an 
added dose of tender loving 
care, 


Q—My daughter, 12, has a 
loose piece of cartilage in 
her knee joint which hurts 
her 
sometimes when 
she 
walks or bends her knee. 
What is the cause and what 
treatm ent do you advise? 
A—In most cases no cause 
for these loose bodies can be 
found. The best treatm ent is 
surgical removal. 


Q—Our son, 16, has pop­ 
ping of his knees, elbows and 
fingers when he bends them. 
What causes this and what 
can be done about it? 
A—This is caused by a ten­ 
don snapping across a bony 
prominence. It is unusual to 
have 
so many joints in­ 
volved. The condition is not 
serious but it can be con­ 
trolled by avoiding sudden 
movements. 


(J—Our son, 5, eats well 
and is very active but he 
passes gas all day. 
Our 
family doctor says there is 
nothing 
wrong 
with 
him. 
What do you advise? 
A—Cut down on his intake 
of potatoes, corn, beans, peas 
and rice. Such defoaming 
drugs as Festal, Mylicon 
Phazyme and Silain may be 
helpful. 


Q—My daughter gives her 
children 2 per cent milk. 
Wouldn’t whole milk be bet­ 
ter for them? 
A—If the children are over­ 
weight, skimmed milk would 
be best for t h e m. If their 
weight is n o r m a l , there 
would be no objection to 2 
per cent milk, but if they are 
underweight their fat intake 
should be increased. 
This 
can be accomplished with 
margarine as well as with 
whole milk. 


Q—Is there any objection 
to giving a child who doesn’t 
like puddings and pastries 
two or three servings of ice 
cream daily? 
A—Ice cream is an excel­ 
lent food and there is no 
reason why liberal amounts 
of it shoufd not be included 
in a child’s: diet provided it 
is a balanced diet in other 
respects. 


q —My s i s t e r gives her 
baby milk right out of the 
refrigerator without warm ­ 
ing it. Isn’t this harmful? 
A—A p p a r e n t l y this is 
harmful only if the baby, no 
longer on the bottle, gets the 
cold milk in l a r g e gulps. 
Small sips are warmed suf­ 
ficiently on the way to the 
stomach. 


Q—Can a baby’s parents 
be identified by blood tests? 
A—There is r a r e l y any 
doubt about who a child’s 
mother is. A comparison of 
the baby’s blood type with 
that of a given man can 
show o n l y that the man 
could or could not be the 
father but not that he is the 
father. 


Q—Can a biue-eyed couple 
with fair complexion be the 
parents of a child with dark 
brown eyes, dark skin and 
black hair? 
A—Yes. The inheritance of 
skin, hair and eye color, in 
which dark is dominant and 
light is recessive, is a com­ 
plicated matter. In human 
beings the genes are so thor­ 
oughly m i x e d that almost 
any combination is possible 
in one child even though his 
brothers and sisters followed 
the parental pattern more 
closely. 


Q—Our daughter, 6, can 
remember all the songs she 
has learned in school hut all 
she does with a pencil and 
paper is scribble. 
She is 
ambidextrous. Where can I 
get information about special 
training for her? 


A—Your d a u g h t e r may 
have dyslexia as have many 
children with no right- or 
left-sided dominance.

Civil Engineers 
Build America 


By EPNIE H O O D 
The employment outlook 
in civil engineering — one of 
the l a r g e s t and oldest 
branches of the engineering 
profession — is for continued 
growth through the 1970s. 
The expanding opportuni­ 
ties will r e s u l t from the 
growing needs for housing, 
industrial buildings and high­ 
ways created by an increas­ 
ing population and greater 
economy. Work related to 
the problems of urban living 
such as water and sewage 
systems, air and water pol­ 
lution and giant urban rede­ 
velopment projects will also 
require additional civil en­ 
gineers. 
Civil engineers design and 
supervise the construction of 
roads, harbors, airfields, tun­ 
nels, bridges, water supply 
and sewage systems, build­ 
ings and many other types 
of structures. The field is so 
broad that many specialties 
have been developed, such as 
structural, highway, hydrau­ 
lic and sanitary engineering. 
A bachelor’s degree in en­ 
gineering is the generally ac­ 
cepted educational require­ 
ment. Some persons without 
a degree are able to become 
engineers after long experi­ 
ence in a related occupation 
and some college-level train­ 
ing. 
In the typical four-year en­ 
gineering curriculum, t h e 
first two y e a r s are spent 
mainly in studying b a s i c 
science—mathematics, phys­ 
ics and chemistry—and the 


humanities, social sciences 
and English. The last two 
years are devoted chiefly to 
advanced study in b a s i c 
science and to engineering 
courses with emphasis on 
the branch of engineering in 
which the student is special­ 
izing. 
S o m e engineering pro­ 
grams offer only general en­ 
gineering training in the un­ 
dergraduate curriculum, al­ 
lowing the student to choose 
a specialty in g r a d u a t e 
school or a c q u i r e one 
through work experience. 


Some engineering curricu- 
lums require more than four 
years to complete. Approxi­ 
mately 25 institutions have 
five-year programs leading 
to the bachelor’s degree. In 
addition, about 50 engineer­ 
ing schools have arrange­ 
ments with liberal arts col­ 
leges 
whereby 
a 
student 
spends three years in the 
college and two years in the 
engineering school. 


S o m e institutions have 
five- or six year co-operative 
plans under which students 
spend alternate periods in 
engineering school and in 
employment in industry or 
government. U n d e r most 
such plans, classroom study 
is co-ordinated with practical 
industrial experience. 
Many l a r g e companies 
have special training pro­ 
grams for their beginning 
engineers w h i c h are de­ 
signed to acquaint them with 
specific industrial practices

Despite the fact that I S. m otorists are chalking up 
more than one trillion vehicular m iles each year, the 
death rate on the nation's highways is gradually 
declining. 
“ We are beginning to see som e nice tre n d s,’’ says

‘chest and facial injuries have 
dropped way off because of collapsible steering colum ns 
and the use of nonshattering glass in w indshields.” 
He points out that there are three possible approahees 
to driving safety: Im prove the car. the driver or the 
highway. 


“ We re going after the car because we recognize 
that there are going to be accidents and that you’re not 
going to elim inate them by trying to change human 
nature.’’ he says. 
A mechanical test a driver m ust perform to prove he 
is sober before his c a r will start. 
A gauge that shows when tires are under- or over- 
inflated.

—Air bags which autom atically inflate in a collision. 
The latter is both the m ost prom ising and m ost 
controversial safety proposal of all. 
The government w ants air bags installed as standard

safety equipm ent on all new cars by the 1972 model year. 
The autom akers, as usual, plead all kinds of technical 
difficulties. 
Fortunately, while this auestion is beine hashed out, 
there m ay be som ething that can be done im m ediately to 
help reduce auto deaths and injuries. The w orld’s largest 
m aker of seat belts, who is also working on the air bag 
concept, has unveiled a system which prevents a car 
from starting until all occupants have their seat belts 
fastened. 
The 
“ AutoSafe’ 
system , 
developed 
by 
Irwin 
Industries, consists of a wire attached to the seat belt 
webbing and connected to the c a r ’s ignition system . 
Small sensors inside the seat cushions are activated 
when a passenger sits down. If the belts in all occupied 
positions are not fastened, the ignition will not work. 
Another sensing device in the buckle can detect by 
elevation and angle if a belt is actually being worn. 
The theory is that m ost people, orice they buckle up. 
will tend to stay buckled up. But to m ake sure, a 
dashboard light and audio signal go on if a belt is 
untastened after the c a r is started and continue Hashing 
and buzzing until it is refastened. 
The com pany claim s that all the bugs have been 
worked out and that the system is ready for im m ediate 
use. It is currently being'tested by the D epartm ent of 
Transportation.

I he other day, 
asked by the 
m oderator

disbarm ent of William Künstler. 
M any of the students booed, to 
whom 
I replied that they could 
hardly be booing me, it m ust be that 
they disapproved the canon of ethics 
that binds law yers in New York 
State. 
E ither 
K ünstler 
m ust be 
disbarred, I said, or the canon of 
ethics repealed: the two cannot co­ 
exist. The crowd was silent, but 
sullen, as was Mr. Kinstler, who 
shared the platform with me. 
It was a coincidence that the day 
before, J a m e s L. Buckley <he is m y 
b r o t h e r , 
w h ic h 
is 
a l s o 
a 
coincidence i, running for the Senate 
in New York State, called publicly 
for Mr. K unstler’s 
d is b a r m e n t, 
and 
asked the other two 
candidates, R ichard 
O t t i n g e r 
a n d 
C harles Goodell, to 
join

governm ent that crushes people on 
every level (he m eans the United 
States G overnm ent >...all the things 
in this society that tend to degrade 
and destroy people.” In very plain 
English. Mr. K ünstler says that no 
A m erican need obey the law. 
How, specifically, should we go 
about breaking the law.' Well, take 
the college situation. “ The students 
can take over ( th e m college by 
occupying its buildings.” Ju st plain 
occupying them ? No - the students 
should occupy the buildings pending 
the adm ininstration’s capitulation. 
If 
the adm inistration 
refuses to 
grant the stu d en ts’ dem ands, they 
m ove one step further. “ Another 
form resistance could take would be 
the burning down of a particular 
college building.” 
This 
was 
too 
m uch 
even 
for 
P lay boy. 
“ You 
condone arso n .'” 
K ünstler was asked 
“ Yes 
said Künstler, “ if a point 
has 
been 
reached 
in 
a 
given 
situation where the m echanism s of 
society are not responding to serious 
grievances.” 
In plain English that m eans: go 
ahead and burn down the building if 
in your opinion your grievances are 
sincere, and the m echanism s of 
society 
have 
not 
appeased 
you. 
Speaking for myself, I can count 68 
tim es during the period since m y 
21st birthday, when, applying the 
K ünstler 
Code. 
I’d 
have 
felt 
compelled, 
personally,

put a 
torch to the White House 
( an we assum e that when the 
Vietnam w ar is over, so will Mr. 
K unstler’s war be over against the 
I S ? Not at all. “ I would hate to 
think,’ he told Playboy, “ that the 
warn Vietnam could be the only 
cataly st for resistance. There is so

resisted: the oppression of black 


people...poverty...unequal 
distribution of wealth, and so o n .”

our

surely 
suicide-bent if William Kunstler is 
perm itted to serve as a lawyer. One 
m ight as well license a w ere wolf to 
practice medicine. K unstler is a 
revolutionary. He wishes ardently to 
politicize all A m erican institutions, 
and he begins, of course, with the 
courts. Was the recent m ess in 
Chicago old Judge H offm an’s fault? 
Don t be ridiculous. “ No m a tte r who 
the judge was, the defendants would 
have tried to focus on the w ar in 
V ietnam , on the issues of racism , 
po verty, 
and 
youth 
c u ltu re ,” 


Kunstler now reveals.
